PROGRAM  NOTES 


The  KPFA  staff  may  propose,  but  it  is  the  listener 
who  disposes.  We  thought  a  lot  about  the  time  of 
the  News  broadcast  and  decided  to  change  it  to 
7:00  P.M.  The  mail  immediately  reflected  listener 
disquiet  and  so,  in  order  to  get  as  true  a  picture 
of  preference  as  possible,  we  sent  a  questionnaire 
to  one  out  of  every  ten  of  our  subscribers.  The 
message  was  clear:  two  people  preferred  the  6:30 
time  for  every  one  who  liked  the  change.  In  this 
Folio,  News  returns  to  its  customary  6:30  time. 

In  the  questionnaire,  we  also  asked  about  lis- 
tening preference  for  the  Children's  programs. 
The  important  thing  we  discovered  was  that  al- 
most as  many  adults  listened  to  "Programs  for 
Young  People"  as  did  young  people.  The  result 
of  this  intelligence?  We  have  divided  the  pro- 
grams into  two  parts:  Stella  Toogood's  stories  art 
now  moved  to  Saturday  morning — abutting  Ellyh 
Beaty's  book  review  program — so  that  the  younger 
members  may  listen  then.  Under  the  new  series
